Good cooking of meats and vegeta- 
yles implies the use of butter and other 
‘ats, and fats yield from 3,400 to 4,000 
or even more calories per pound. Of 
course, all cakes and pastries contain 
fat, and such concentrated foods need 
not unly to be balanced with those of 
the exact opposite type, from the cal- 
rie standpoint, but also from the bulk 
@tandpoint. 

Farthest to the opposite in calogies 
and also from the concentration stand- 
point, we find celery. It extends the 
solid or concentrated fooda, and gives 
bulk without calories and water with- 
jut any water logging. Because it is 
so largely water, it contains only 84 
-alories per pound. And yet it con- 
‘ains excellent bulk, and so is a diges- 
.ive broom.

Raw celery has become the salvation 
of those who will eat heavy foods, for 
yoth of the reasons mentioned and 
then, besides, it has vitamins and a 
high mineral content, so that it is an 
excellent ‘dafly tonic for anybody and 
it is always an appetizer when fresh 
and cool and crisp. 

While the hearts of celery are always 
the daintier parts to munch, the 
coarser stems, if scraped and the 
outer threads removed, may also be 
made into dainty bits, unless the stems 
are hollow or green. 

~~ 

After removing the threads, cut the 
stems into pieces about two inches 
long and then cut into each end a half 
dozen or more times for about a third 
of the length of the piece to start the 
fringe. Throw into ice water for sev- 
eral hours until the cut parts separate 
and curl This crisping makes the 


célery tenderer, and ice cold celery also 


seems twice as sweet as uniced,
